Of Strength Says Kenneth E. Frick 


WASHINGTON — Expected 
increase in 1974 grain 
production, over 1973, will be 
more than double the amount of 
grain considered surplus 
following the 1971 crop,’ 
according to Kenneth E. Frick, 
administrator of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
service, Washington, D.C. 

“This means Our consumers, 
and the world’s consumers, can 
be assured that their food 
production is in good hands with 
U.S. farmers,” Frick said. “We 
have been successful in moving 
agriculture back to the market 
economy, and as a result, 
farmers are operating from a 
position of strength today.” 

Referring to recent pressure 
to build a reserve of grains and 
cotton, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture official said, “For 40 
years, the government has had a 
policy of either trying to work 
off surplus, or trying to build up 
one. I am hopeful that we can, 
for once, develop a policy that 
will let the food market forces 
operate independently without 
government interference.” 

Frick said, “It’s time for 
other industries to move back to 


the price incentive system and 
away from government 
regulation and ‘protection, as 
agriculture has done.” 

“Farm programs payments, 
which took more than 
percent of the USDA budget a 
few years ago, may be down to 
less than 5 percent of our 1975 
budget,” Frick said. “Those who 
have been critical of agriculture’s 
subsidies should look now to see 
if their own houses are in order. 
Agriculture has been doing its 
part.” 

He noted that the public has 
never liked paying farmers not 
to farm, the idling of land and 
government buying and storing 
of huge surpluses of farm 
commodities. ““Today, we are no 
longer paying farmers not to 
grow crops. We are not asking 
farmers to idle land. We have 
emptied the bins of surplus 
commodities,” Frick said. 

“Farmers are increasing their 
productivity at twice the rate of 
industry. They have increased 
their net income 77 percent in 
five years. They have maintained 
their comparative advantage in 
world markets, and farm exports 
have quadrupled in the past five 
years.”
